I his on a moonlight schedule, 
not including interest on investment, 
taxes, insurance other than boiler insui- 
a see, water, nor any fund for wcident 
liabilities. The plant wait nlxvut $30,000. 
Adding these items to the $ 6 6 and eal- 
cuhiting the difference between 
the 
moonlight schedule and all night lights, 
pbic«*s the actual cost of lights to that 
city at not less than $ 1 0 0. 
It will be a 
nice miithem it.cal calculation for the 
advocates of municipal ownership to 
figure out a profit to East Liverpool on 
this basis, when we are offered our light 
ut $75 per year, by allowing the usual 
price for the CO incandescent, lights re­ 
ceived free, which represents six arc 
lights in emf and power. 
A report of the trial in the hands of 
the court stenographer will convince 
any doubting ones that the above infor­ 
mation is correct.
